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MINISTER’S MESSAGE 


The 1987-88 fiscal year marked the seventeenth year 
of operation for Ontario Place. Once again, Ontario 
residents and visitors were presented with 
outstanding entertainment, cultural and recreational 
programs and opportunities. In total, over 47 million 
people have visited the park since 1971. Last 
season's guests included Prince and Princess 
Takamoto of Japan who opened the site in May and 
the Duke and Duchess of York who were guests at a 
gala concert in mid-July. 


Each year, Ontario Place attempts to renew and 
revitalize its facilities to maintain visitor appeal. It 
also seeks ways of complementing the long 
established and continually popular attractions in the 
park such as Children’s Village, Cinesphere and the 
Forum. On West Island, the new Poolside Club was 
created to further enhance visitor amenities in the 
Waterfall Showplace area. As well, during July, 
Ontario Place presented its first international 
fireworks competition, one of the most outstanding 
competitions world-wide. 


The results of visitor surveys undertaken throughout 
the season indicate that Ontario Place is maintaining 
a strong leadership position as a provincial 
attraction. Comments from patrons also reveal that 
Ontario Place provides high levels of visitor 
satisfaction, particularly for families and children, is 
considered affordable and represents good value. 


I am pleased to present the 1987-88 Annual Report 
for the Ontario Place Corporation.

CHAIRMAN’S MESSAGE 


The year 1987 marked the end of an era for Ontario 
Place. In that year, the Liberals swept into power in 
Ontario changing the face of politics for the next four 
years. A new Board of Directors was appointed as of 
June 1987 and began to discover what Ontario Place 
was all about. 


As a top ranking tourist attraction in North America, 
Ontario Place brought in an attendance figure of 
approximately 2.15 million people. Our continuing 
off-season activities, including the IMAX® Film 
Festival and 70 mm Film Festival, brought the total 
annual attendance up to 2.3 million. 


For the summer season, Ontario Place inaugurated 
some new features to the park. The Waterfall 
Showplace, in its third year of operation, premiered a 
weekly rock and roll program featuring vintage rock 
n’roll stars and headline performers. The Discovery 
Theatre was refurbished and 3-D technology 
installed, allowing us to present ‘‘Ontari-OH!’’ from 
the Ontario Pavilion at Expo ’86. In Children’s 
Village, we added a new Baby Nursing Station as well 
as a more user-friendly Lost Children’s Booth. 
Children’s Theatre was revitalized as the Pound 


Puppy Playhouse made its debut in Children’s Village. 


All these new additions to Ontario Place were free 
with admission to the park. 


This year Ontario Place continued to support the 
local economy in bringing in major tourism dollars to 
Toronto. We employed over 1,500 full and part-time 
employees during the year. 


However, the budget for the season of 1987 was 
created in the fall of 1986, prior to the new Board’s 
appointment. In that budget, there was a projected 
deficit of $4.5 million. In an effort to minimize that 
deficit, the Board of Directors made as many cut 
backs as possible without reducing essential services 
or the quality of the park. Consequently, we were 
able to limit the deficit to that of the 1986 season, as 
presented in the 1986-87 Annual Report. We are 
anticipating for the season of 1988 to show 
tremendous increases in revenue and cost savings as 
a result of efforts taken by the Board and staff to 
further reduce the deficit. This information will be 
available in the 1988-89 Annual Report. 


Ontario Place will continue to strive for excellence in 
its products and programming and will look to high 
levels of visitor satisfaction. However, this will only 
be maintained through fiscal restraint and sound 
economic planning. 


It is with confidence in the future that I submit, for 
review, the activities of Ontario Place Corporation for 
the year ended March 31, 1988, specifically, the 
summer of 1987.

M@ ATTENDANCE 


During 1987/88, Ontario Place achieved attendance levels totalling 2,338,988. This 
represents a decrease of 2.4% over the prior year. Although the IMAX® festival fell 
short of its attendance target, much of the overall decline resulted from a significant 
drop in attendance during the Canadian National Exhibition when Ontario Place and 
Exhibition Place operate a joint gate. However, the number of people visiting the site 
to attend banquets or functions increased by 18% over the prior year.

@ ENTERTAINMENT 


The Forum, accounting for over one-third of 1987 
summer attendance, attracted an audience of 
781,084 visitors. Featured were internationally 
acclaimed entertainers, well known Canadian and 
Ontario performers, cultural heritage events, 
ballet performances, classical and orchestral 
concerts, as well as the Ford Family Fun Circus. 


A variety of Canadian and International 
entertainment was showcased at the West Island 
Waterfall Showplace, sponsored by Molson 
Ontario Breweries Ltd. During the day, this venue 
was the site of two musical revues, “ROCKIN” 
BACK THE CLOCK” and “ROCKIN’ UP THE 
CHARTS”, produced by Marlene Smith and 
Company, and the Heritage Sundays program. 
Evening programming was devoted to dancing, 
featuring vintage rock and roll artists, big band 
music and jazz concerts, as well as a weekly live- 
to-air dance program presented by Toronto radio 
Station CKFM. 


Two IMAX® films were highlighted in the 
Cinesphere during the 1987 summer season: 
“SKYWARD” - produced for the Suntory Pavilion 
at the 1985 International Exposition at Tsukuba, 
Japan; and “THE DREAM IS ALIVE”. Featured 
daily during the C.N.E. operating period and for 
the first time at Ontario Place was “SPEED”, 
outlining man’s conquest of speed. Together, 
these presentations were seen by almost 
748,200 viewers. 


The Discovery Theatre, in 1987, exhibited 
innovative multi-media audio/visual productions, 
packaging two shows together in the pre-show 
and feature show format. “STREETCAR OF 
DREAMS”, presented by Communique Limited 
and the City of Toronto acted as the pre-show 
presentation to the 3-D Film “ONTARI-OH!” in the 
newly converted Discovery Theatre. Combined 
theatre attendance increased 58% over the 
previous year’s attendance to 173,699 visitors. 


Locally produced children’s entertainment 
featuring an exclusive Pound Puppy™ show was 
presented at the Children’s Village Theatre, 
sponsored by Irwin Toy Ltd. 


Ontario North Now, operated in co-operation wil 
the Ministry of Northern Development and 
Mines, highlighted the resources and 
achievements of Northern Ontario through a 
number of educational and informative displays. 


The Showboat, featuring a broad range of 
musical styles employing exclusively Canadian | 
talent, toured Ontario Place waterways on 
weekends and holidays during May and June, an 
Thursday through Sunday during July and | 
August. This entertainment was sponsored by 
Minolta Canada Inc. 


As well, general site entertainment primarily 
geared to children was presented throughout the! 
summer season, and included clowns, marching! 
bands, costumed animal characters, magicians, 
roving artists and ethnic dance groups. Displays 
of fireworks were featured on holiday weekends, 
and over five nights in July with the premiere of » 
the Rothmans Benson & Hedges International 
Fireworks Competition. 


The Fall IMAX® Festival was presented again in 
Cinesphere, and the 3rd annual Spring IMAX® 
Festival was featured at the conclusion of the 
70mm Film Festival in March. 


The Ontario Place 70mm Film Festival, headlining 
award winning 70mm films, was held in 
Cinesphere for the eighth consecutive year. 
Running for twelve weeks from January 2 to 
March 27, 1988, this program played to 97,299 
visitors. 


& OPERATIONS 


Intario Place operates eight revenue-generating 
vides and attractions as well as the world- 
acclaimed Children’s Village playground and 
waterplay area. These attractions contribute 
significantly to the overall enjoyment of park 
fisitors providing recreational, entertainment and 
sducational opportunities for people of all ages. 
Juring the 1987/88 operating season, paid 
ittraction visitation totalled 929,500 while over 
}55,000 people visited Children’s Village. Over 
40% of the visitors surveyed reported above 
iverage levels of satisfaction with the park’s 
-\ittractions. 


A new feature in the attractions area in 1987 was 
the Family Value Pak, a pricing option introduced 
on atrial basis, offering attractions tickets at 
discounted prices. It was well-received, achieved 
projected results and will be implemented in 
future seasons. 


In addition, Ontario Place’s 360 slip marina 
accommodated over 300 boats on a seasonal 
basis and close to 3,000 boats on a transient 
basis from throughout the Great Lakes 
waterways. 


As in past seasons, Ontario Place Operations, 
including first aid, admissions, parking, security, 
policing and site communications, ensured the 
co-ordinated management of guest needs 
ranging from traffic and crowd control to 
professional nursing care. 


Ontario Place operated seven diverse sales 
outlets in 1987 and showcased the province's 
resources and accomplishments through the 
display and sale of Ontario crafts and products. 
Ontario craftsmen and manufacturers were 
encouraged to create new, small gift ideas of 
Canadian design and content. Feedback from 
customers reflected widespread appreciation for 
the Corporation's strong presentation of Canadian 
and Ontario merchandise at reasonable prices. 
Gross sales increased by 4.5% over the prior 
year as a result of the efforts of the dedicated and 
enthusiastic staff of student employees. 
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In the nine fast food outlets and bakery operated 
by Ontario Place, good, wholesome, reasonably 
priced food of different varieties was provided for 
the convenience and enjoyment of visitors. Along 
with other Metro Toronto area facilities, Ontario 
Place experienced a consistent shortage of 
reliable, competent staff throughout the entire 
season. As a result, certain facilities were not 
Open on some days, while others could not 
operate at their maximum capacity. 


In spite of this, overall revenues increased by 
12% over the previous year results. Corporation 
staff worked with the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food and the Pork Marketing Board to promote 
Foodland Ontario products. The Bake Shop and 
Wharf were renovated to provide more effective 
service for customers. 


M@ MARKETING AND PUBLIC RELATIONS 


The year 1987 marked the start of a new 
advertising campaign for Ontario Place. The 
thrust of the campaign was to create a high- 
profile campaign that would carry throughout all 
media. The featured theme was “Ontario Place 
Happy Together”. 


A separate campaign was created to promote 
Forum entertainment with a revised Forum logo 
and a new radio commercial. A six week radio 
campaign was also created featuring the 
individual artists playing at the Waterfall 
Showplace. On-site market research of Ontario 
Place visitors indicated that strong levels of 
advertising awareness were established and 
maintained as a result of these new advertising 
programs. 


For the third consecutive year, the “Ontario Place 
Official Guidebook” and “After Six Magazine” 
were distributed free-of-charge to patrons, with a 
combined circulation of approximately 1 million. 


An effective media relations program resulted in 
supportive newspaper, magazine, television and 
radio coverage in the Corporation’s key market 
areas. 


A number of major promotions and public 
awareness events were developed in 1987 with 
social, cultural, educational or recreational 
themes. Events included R.E.A.C.H. for the 
Rainbow, Canada Day, Japanese Temple Bell 
Ceremony, Noon Hour Gunners Club, Great 
Canadian Solar Race, GO Transit Day, Minolta Day 
and Diet Coke Day, as well as participation in 
Jerry Lewis’ Labour Day Telethon for Muscular 
Dystrophy. 


Special promotions for 1987 included Dempste 
"Two for One’ Wilderness Adventure Ride 
Coupons; Kodak film offer featuring free 
admission with the purchase of film; “Strike It | 
Rich” chance to win gold, encouraging visitatic 
to Ontario North Now; a contest sponsored by » 
Yamaha for Ontario Place Pops concert goers; ‘, 
well as a Ford Thunderbird summer promotion \) 
designed to encourage Forum attendance. 


These successful promotions were designed 
through the combined efforts of Ontario Place ° 
and its corporate sponsors in an effort to boost: 
awareness of both parties. 


The Ontario Place premiere of the Rothmans 
Benson & Hedges International Fireworks 
Competition was the first event of this kind in 
Toronto. The fireworks competition, held over 
five evenings in July, featured competitors from 
Canada, France, The United States, and Spain, 
and concluded with a grand finale on the final 
evening. France won the first prize with Canada | 
garnering the second prize. Cumulative combini' 
attendance over the five evenings was 169,504.” 


As a result of continued aggressive sales efforts | 
directed at schools and the travel trade, increas’. 
in tour group visitations were achieved. In 
addition, successful conference and function 
sales marketing of the Trillium Restaurant and 
Banquet Facilities to the corporate and private — 
sectors resulted in banquet sales that exceeded 
$1 million. 


Ontario Place, in 1987-88, was associated with © 
nineteen corporate sponsors. Ontario Place's 
involvement with high-profile members of the 
Ontario business community and with local and 
provincial government agencies has worked to 
enhance the image of the Corporation and 
increase the quality of our guests’ visits. 


Sponsors included Binney & Smith Limited 
(Crayola), Cantel, The City of Toronto, Coca-Cola 
Ltd., Communique Ltd., Dempster’s, Ford Motor 
Company of Canada, Ltd., International Sports 
Properties (1980) Inc., Irwin Toy Ltd., Kodak

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uring 1987/88, Ontario Place upgraded its 
naintenance facilities to improve employee 
vorking conditions and the quality and efficiency 
if maintenance operations. Visitor comfort, 
afety and enjoyment of the park were enhanced 
hrough the following maintenance and 
onstruction projects: 


= In Children’s Village, a new colour scheme 
was implemented, the Mock Clock 
animation overhauled, attractive fencing, 
signage and entrance gates constructed. 


A new themed information and lost children 
booth was constructed to provide a friendly 
environment for lost children and a baby- 
nursing station created to provide a quiet 
place for nursing mothers. 


The Wharf restaurant was completely 
renovated to improve food preparation 
areas, increase available patio seating and 
enhance signage resulting in an overall 
favourable increase in revenues for the 
season. 

The Tea Room interior was refurbished to 
improve employee working conditions and 
overall visual appeal while at the Main 
Street Bake Shop, the interior layout was 
redesigned for greater efficiency. 

Anew covered open-air licensed club was 
designed and built to create a more intimate 
space in the Waterfall Showplace stage 
area, providing as well protection for the

sound booth and covered seating for 
patrons watching the shows. The area 
proved very successful. 


All East Marina Village concessions were re- 
roofed, greatly improving the visual 
appearance and structural integrity of these 
buildings. 

A five-year renewal program was initiated to 
update corporate fleet vehicles; all 
waterplay bikes and pumps were upgraded, 
bumper boat drives improved, pedal boats 
and garbage carts overhauled. Final 
adjustments and modification were made 
to the Wilderness Adventure Ride resulting 
in a problem free season. 


The Cinesphere floor carpeting and the 
floor surface of Bridge #10 were replaced, 
improving the appearance of the theatre 
and enhancing the visual impact and non- 
skid properties of the entrance walkway. 


Theatre | was totally reconstructed to create 
anew 3-D theatre and an attractive multi- 
use lobby space which resulted in increased 
visitor through-put. 

Site information boards were upgraded with 
larger maps, more colourful frames and 
bilingual content. 


M@ VISITOR PERCEPTION 


In order to monitor visitor perception of the 
Ontario Place experience, approximately 20,000 
surveys are conducted at the park each year. The 
results are considered in the planning of 
programs that best enable the Corporation to 
maintain a leadership position as a Provincial 
attraction and achieve the highest possible levels 
of visitor satisfaction. 


Research undertaken during the 1987 summer 
season indicates that highly positive visitor 
response to the quality and range of Ontario 
Place features and services has been 
successfully maintained. Overall, 96% of 1987 
visitors reported they thoroughly enjoyed their 
visit, 98% responded that Ontario Place is a 
good attraction for children and families, 89% 
agreed that the park represents good value, 94% 
perceived the staff to be friendly and helpful, and 
96% commented favourably on the cleanliness 
and maintenance of the site. The proportion of 
site visitors on a return visit to Ontario Place in 
1987 was 64%, while repeat visitors to the Forum 
represented 88% of the 1987 Forum audience.

1. SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


(a) These financial statements have been prepared in accordance with generally 
accepted accounting principles except that the Corporation charges all 
additions to fixed assets to expenditures in the year of acquisition and credits 
all capital and special grants to income in the year received. Fixed assets, 
which were previously reflected on the balance sheet at a nominal value, were 
written off during the year. 


(b) Inventory is valued at the lower of cost, determined on a first in first out 
basis, or net realizable value. 
2. CONCESSIONS 


Concession revenue includes rents from concessionaires and the net operating 
profit of the Trillium Restaurant which is operated under a management 
agreement. 


3. GROSS PROFIT - FOOD SERVICES, WINTER PROGRAM 
AND BOUTIQUES

The 
Corporation's share of contributions to these funds during the year was $168,632 
(1986-87 - $114,870). This amount represents the total obligation of the 
Corporation and is included in employee benefits in the schedule of 
administrative and operating expenditures. 


6. OTHER EXPENDITURES 


Other expenditures include termination payments and retail sales tax 
assessments for prior years.

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HM BACKGROUND 


ORGANIZATION 


Established as a Crown Corporation of the 
Government of Ontario in May 1972, Ontario 
Place is administered by a 13-member Board of 
Directors reporting to the Minister of Tourism and 
Recreation. 


Officers of the Corporation are: the Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman of the Board; the General 
Manager; and the Secretary-Ireasurer. 


Reporting to the General Manager are: the 
Director, Finance and Administration; Senior 
Manager, Marketing and Public Relations; Senior 
Manager, Programming; Senior Manager, 
Maintenance and Construction; and Senior 
Manager, Operations. 


PERSONNEL 


Corporation staff levels for the year ending March 
31, 1988 accounted for 376 full-time job 
equivalents. Ontario Place employed 95 full-time 
and 7 seasonal staff and approximately 823 
summer students recruited primarily from 
Ontario colleges and universities. On-site 
concessions provided additional employment for 
approximately 600 summer seasonal staff.
